KTNT Owner To Broad- 
cast Daily From Outside 
12-Mile Limit

two months, then anchor off the 
coast of Florida for two months, 
then through the Panama Canal to 
the Pacific for broadcast, chang- 
ing locations when advisable. 

The power of the station will 
be 100,000 watts, the strongest in 
the world, with sufficient power 
to reach every country in the 
world. Amusement facilities also 
will be provided, depending upon 
the style of vessel that can be se- 
cured, so that visitors can 
cared for a week’s stay on the 
ocean if they desire as a recrea- 
tion. This will prove a novelty 
for many visitors and he figures 
the number of visitors soon will 
pay for the complete station and 
vessel, 

Deisel engines to operate from 
the lowest grade oils will be used 
for supplying the electrical en- 
ergy, and the transmitter will be 
crystal controlled, all built to the 
very latest in radio engineering. 

Specifications for the transmit- 
ter have already been secured, 
which will cost $150,000 installed 
on vessel. Marine engineers are 
now working on plans for stabil- 
izing the vessel which will be of 
a large barge shape, and instead 
of the ordinary ‘counterpoise” 
ground work, the ocean. will 
serve better. and stronger for 
signals. 

At present there are sueh ves- 
sels anchored outside of the 12 
mile limit and used for pleasure 
purposes» where many New York- 
ers go and stay weeks at a time, 
enjoying themselves with every 
form of amusement they could 
secure on land. 

Mr. Baker was offered a radio 
license for Mexico, but decided 
not to build there because he be- 
lieves the ocean to be more adapt- 
able and the laws of the high 
seas are few, the piracy law being 
the most important.

man Wright Patman of Texas 
charges in a copyrighted article 
in PLAIN TALK Magazine for 
January which is out now. 

Mr. Patman accuses President 
Hoover of having sent three un- 
derlings in to Detroit 
three days before he arrived, to 
set the stage for defeating the 
bonus resolution in the Legion 
convention.

“Flying Squadron.” 

The Texan challenges President 

Hoover to make good on_ this 
promise and, after accusing him 
of “betraying millions of drys who 
voted for him in 1928,” calls at- 
tention to the fact that only Con- 
gress can modify the Volstead 
Act. 
He cites the votes of many 
state delegations which disre- 
garded their instructions to vote 
for the resolution, and helped de- 
feat it at the instance of and on 
account of promises by the 
Hoover Flying Squadron. Mr. 
Patman calls names and mentions 
at least one member of the reso- 
lutions committee who said that 
Roosevelt had conveyed Mr. 
Hoover’s promise to her delega- 
tion. 

The Texas representative also 
goes into the whole history of 
bonus legislation. He points out 
that three “Special Privilege” 
Presidents have vetoed every ma- 
jor measure passed for relief of 
soldiers, at the behest of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce and millionaire Wall Street 
contributors to the administra- 
tion campaign fund.

Japanese Embargo

TOK YO—(Special)—One of the 
first effects of the embargo on 
gold by the newly formed Japa- 
nese cabinet was the halting of 
two specie shipments of $7,500,- 
000 to the United States, contem- 
plated by the Yokohoma Specie 
bank to complete delivery of dol- 
lar bills. The bank may contest 
the ban.

papers from the same group, 
which deceloped a feeling that the 
southeastern part of. Iowa should 
have a daily that would speak the 
truth in a plain and fearless 
manner, 

With that thought in mind, this 
paper was started through the 
efforts of Norman Baker, by an- 
nouncing it over his radio sta- 
tion KTNT, Over 6000 men and 
women contributed by purchas- 
ing stock at $10 per share and 
soon actual work was in construc- 
tion during the mid-summer of 
1930. 

One of the best business loca- 
tions in Muscatine was purchased 
for over $15,000, and soon there 
passed the old dilapidated three 
story livery stable that was an 
“eye sore” to the business section 
of Muscatine. It was torn.down 
and arising in its place stands 
the Free Press building, three 


crete and brick. As it stands to- 
day, it is the outstanding build- 
ing in Muscatine for distinctive- 
ness and size. 

The first issue was published 
on Dec, 19, 1930, and the large 
press was set in motion at 2:30 
our time, 3:30 p. m. Washington, 
D. C., time, when President 
Hoover pressed the “golden key” 
in the key room of the White 
House. The current was carried 
over about 1,000 miles of West- 
ern Union lines, ‘to the local tele- 
phone office, into our pressroom. 
This light current operated a 

“relay” which in turn operated 
the switches that set the press in 
motion. 

President Hoover stood for two 
delays in. pressing the key. We 
first contemplated coming out 
with the first edition three days 
earlier, then two days and finally 
the 19th. 

Fight Staris Early 

From that moment the fight 
started—-THE MIDWEST FREE 
PRESS became the name on the 
tongues of millions all over 
America. Newspapers serving 
Iowa and Illinois sections started 
to “boom” on us. The Lee Syn- 
dicate of papers in Muscatine, 
Davenport, Kewanee, Ottumwa 
and all their others, and the Des 
Moines Register, Cedar Rapids 
Gazette with Verne Marshall at 
the helm, started a campaign of 
discredit by publishing articles 
originating in the Des Moines 
Register column, where they pub- 
lished an article or editorial 
head “HOOVER ILL ADVISED” 
and they wasted inches in lam- 
basting the President of the 
United States for pressing the 
key that started the Free Press. 

They mentioned that Hoover 
had more to do than to press keys 
for Norman Baker’s newspaper, 
and other bunk, all of which 
showed there existed fear and 
jealousies in the hearts of news- 


erate with all of us, were 
gaged. 

Failing in that, our competitors 
and jealous enemies, started to 
work. on our local merchants. 
There are few if any of 
our leading merchants’ but 
what have letters in __ their 
files threatening them with re- 
fusal 'to patronize their store if 
they continued to advertise in 
the Free Press. Aside from com- 
petitors having their friends to 
write these letters the doctors al- 
so took a hand in it, and even the 
bankers of Muscatine joined in to 
help ‘crucify us. 

These parties worked hard to- 
wards their end. The Muscatine 
State Bank and the First Na- 
tional Bank refused us any copy 
while the Hershey State gave us 
smaller copy than they used with 
our competitor, which was appre- 
ciated. The McColm store, 
Penney Store, A. & P. Grocery, 
Bazley’s Meat Market, Chamber- 
lin’s Photo Studio, Chaudoin 
Electric Company, Tradehome 
Shoe Store, Kranz Florists, Hen- 
derson Drug Store No. 1 and 2, 
Snyder-Hertzler Shoe Store, 
Broud’s ‘Hardware, Havercamp 
Drug Stores, Maud M. Chevrolet 
Agency and Glass Smart Shop and 
many others refused to advertise 
with us while others “favored” us 
with small copy and their large 
copy to our competitor. 

The smaller copy from _ those 
stores was appreciated, helped 
some, but very little and may 
have been given more as “teaser 
copy” for good will. The myster- 
ious part of it all was that these 
very stores were lied to by our 
competitor regarding their circu- 
lation, and this paper proved to 
them over and over again, that 
we enjoyed the largest circulation 
of any newspaper in Muscatine, 
Muscatine county or our’ entire 
trade area and they know that 
we stand today with a circula- 
tion larger than any THREE 
COMBINED WEEKLY OR DAILY 
PAPERS IN MUSCATINE 
COUNTY. 

Stockholders. Aroused 

Finally our stockholders, over 
1,000 in all, started to notice this 
discrimination and said “If our 
paper is not good enough for) 
them, their merchandise is not 
good enough for us.” Many re- 
fused to trade in some stores, 
and an example of what can. be 
done when concentrated efforts 
are put forth happened recently. 
A store in Muscatine advertising 
in our competitor’s paper but 
refused ours. On a Friday they 
reported their entire sales for the 
day after using our competitor’s 
advertising was ONE DOLLAR. 
Other stores have suffered loss of 
sales but they as yet do not 
realize the amount because it is 
an invisible loss but their ledgers 
will not show properly in propor- 
tion to those stores who used our 
columns and enjoyed the trade 
of our loyal thousands. 

These same merchants are the 
ones who, when Mr. Baker op- 
erated station KTNT, were glad 
to see the hundreds of thousands

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Gov. Turner and the Sales Tax 
Governor Turner in his Kansas City Speech 


declared in favor of a sales tax. He favors a 
“selected” sales tax, whatever that is, accord- 
ing to his statement. That makes two taxes 
that the Governor wants to saddle on the al- 
ready overburdened taxpayer. 

The chief exponent in Iowa of the gross re- 
tail sales tax proposes a 2 per cent gross tax 
on retail sales to the ultimate consumer. The 
person who consumes the goods pays the tax, 
and no one else pays it. Ninety per cent of 
this tax would be paid by those hit hardest by 
the depression and least able to pay it—the 
farmer, the workingman, the salaried employe 
and the owner of a small business. 

The sales tax is wrong in principle. It is a 
tax on poverty instead of privilege. It is a tax 
on the necessities of life that the poor must 
consume, instead of a tax on privileged income 
enjoyed by those who monopolize and use the 
resources of the country which belong by right 
to all. 

The United States Census Bureau estimates 
that the annual per capita retail purchases 
throughout the United States is $407.53. The 
average for Iowa is $395.05. A 2 per cent 
sales tax would be $7.90 for every man, woman 
and child in Iowa. It would be $39.50 for a 
family of five. For the larger families of about 
ten the annual sales tax would amount to about 
$80. 

This leading exponent of the gross retail 
sales tax claims particular virtue for it because 
it would be “a tax the individual regulates for 


little children of the necessities and pleasures 
of life in order to make your sales tax less! 
Consider the effect on industry of this personal 
limiting of consumption! It would prolong the 
depression as nothing else would. Remember 
these things when you help select the next gov- 
ernor. 





Hoover’s Pet Relief Plan 


At last we have a glimmering of Presi- 
dent Hoover’s pet plan of lifting us out of the 
depression. His own conference on home 
building and ownership after “thoroughly in- 
vestigating” the matter proposes that homes 
be made available immediately for 50,000,000 
clerical and industrial workers. Some _ job! 
Fifty million homes at the modest average of 
$5,000 per home would be 250 billion dollars! 

How do they propose to do it They pro- 
pose that it should be done by mass production. 
A wise conclusion, since it couldn’t be done 
any other way. 

But who is to do it? Again some more 
supreme wisdom. A giant private corporation 
—a big business and ‘high finance pool — a 
mighty monopoly or trust. Who else would 
Hoover and his political henchman think of se- 
lecting to do the biggest job in the history of 
the world, as well as present the opportunity 
for the most colossal profits and graft in the 
history of the world for bankers, loan sharks, 
building interests, handlers of building ma- 
terials and politicians, As for the public itself 
cooperatively furnishing homes for the nation 
through public agencies, as is being done in 
European countries, any one who knows Hoover 
knows that he is so corporation-minded he 
could not think of the public doing anything 
for itself, 

Now listen to this: At the meeting of these 
3,000 Hooverized, home-planning delegates, 


wonder Hoover gave it up and passed the buck 
to his financial and political henchmen. So we 
are going to have some more of this blessed 
and glorious American plan of installment 
buying which places the American workers 
in peonage and is one of the big elements in 
bringing on depressions. We are going to have 
it on a scale never dreamed of before in this 
country. If the big “home-building” plan ma- 
terializes every poor family and family of 
moderate means in the United States will be 
paying installments to Hoover’s private home- 
building trust. 

The whole scheme is perfect with one excep- 
tion. No provision was made, or even sug- 
gested, or even thought of, to make it possible 
for the 8,000,000 jobless families in the coun- 
try to have any incomes at all, and the remain- 
ing wage and salaried families, and about half 
the farmers to have incomes big enough to 
pay the bankers and building monopolies for 
these homes, or pay upkeep and taxes on the 
homes after they got them. Strange this corpor- 
ation-minded conference and its great Engineer 
should have overlooked this little detail! For

the income of the average American is not only, 


stabilized and insured against destruction by,, 


periodic depressions, but is substantially in- 
creased, the whole Hooverized plan of .home 
building will fall to the ground for want of de- 
pendable home buyers. 

Hoover with his ingrained capitalistic mind, 
as usual, has put the cart before the horse. He 
is not capable with his great engineering in- 
telligence to comprehend that before you can 
have a nation of home owners you must have 
a nation of home-makers—families that have 
dependable and stable incomes capable of buy- 
ing and maintaining homes.

Trust Is Gradually 
Gaining Control 
. As Prophesied 


Thirteen radio stations have 
been kicked off the air by the 
czars of the federal radio com- 
mission, which may be taken as 
proof that the prophecies of 
Norman Baker back in 1926 about 
the giant electrical companies 
gaining control of radio and rob- 
bing the public of the freedom of 
the air is rapidly being -fulfilled. 

Nowadays no senator or any-

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U. S. PAYS FOR 
TREATMENT OF 
SOVIET RUSSIA 


Germany, Great Britian 
Gets Lion’s Share 
Of Business 


NEW YORK—Intimating that 
the United States has, in effect, 
“cut off its nose to spite its face,” 
an article in Business Week an- 
nounces that Moscow is reducing 
the office space and staff of the 
Amtorg Trading corporation in 
New York and explains why. The 
article follows: 

“With no legation in Washing- 
ton, and with an _ increasing 
volume of its foreign orders going 
to New York (until this year), 
Soviet Russia has met America 
in the commodious offices of the 
Amtorg Trading corporation at 
261 Fifth ave., New York, for 
three years. 

“In that time, nearly $300,000,- 
000 of orders have been placed 
with hundreds of American firms, 
more than 7,000 Americans have 
been employed and sent to Rus- 
sia, and about $85,000,000 of 
soviet products (mostly raw ma- 
terials) sold in this country. 

New York “Second Rate” 

“Of the eight or more years 
Russia has conducted systematic 
business with this country, the 
last three were by far the most 
important. 

“But Moscow is reducing New 
York to a _ second-rate. trade 
center. Office space at the Am- 
torg is being cut one-third, the 
staff of 450 being reduced by 50 
per cent. 

“Reasons: (1) American firms 
refuse credits comparable to 
those obtainable in Europe, par- 
ticularly in Britian, Germany, 
and Italy; (2) America buys little 
from Russia (only $15,000,000 in 
the first nine months of this 
year, compared with $22,000,000 
in the same period last year); (3) 
America threatens to embargo 
certain soviet imports (manga- 
nese, lumber, coal), already em- 
bargoes safety matches.

RAIL DESPIKER 
DEVELOPED NOW 


“Track Ripper” Takes Up 
Several Miles Of 
Track An Hour 


Frequently it is necessary for 
railroad companies to replace the 
ties and even the iron rails on 
their tracks. The big job in this 
repair work has always been get- 
ting the old spikes out—despik- 
ing. Workmen with claw bars us- 
ually do the pulling, but at best 
it is a slow process. A new 
method of despiking the ails, 
however, has been developed 
which makes it possible to take 
up several miles of track an hour. 
First of all a-rail on each side 
of the track is despiked with the 
claw bars. Then the despiker or 
“track ripper,” which consists of 
two rails bolted together by a 
plate with a narrow roller on top, 
is inserted under the loosened 
rails. A locomotive hooks onto 
the ripper and pulls it along the 
track. The rails run over the 
roHer which lifts them enough 
to force the spikes out.

GONZALES, Tex.—(Special)—~ 
The state highway department of 
Texas is now attempting to pave 
highways with cotton. Raw cot- 
ton has been used to underlay 
nearly 300 feet of asphalt paving 
in front of a cotton mill in Gon- 
zales, Tex. A thin layer of cot- 
ton was laid over a layer of as- 
phalt and gravel which served as 
the foundation. A roller was then 
applied and topping completed 
the highway. 

That the cotton will prevent 
“warping” and “waving” of the 
asphalt surface, which is common 
under a Texas sun, is the theory 
advanced by the engineers. 

“Cotton pavement” is not re- 
garded by T. H. Webb, assistant 
highway engineer, as an outlet 
for the cotton surplus, however. 
If every asphalted road in Texas 
were so treated, only a few thou- 
sand bales would be used. Texas 
will be given better roads if the 
experiment is successful.

“Bill” Schuenke, deputy 
game warden in this district, took | 
me in tow and let me get a glimpse | 
of how it was done. In this dis- 
trict, between Sioux City and On- 
awa, along the Missouri, is the 
greatest duck country I have ever 
seen, There were perhaps thirty 
“duck” camps established there this 
year, with a varying number in 
each camp, one having as high as 
fourteen members who come and go 
according to their inclination. One| 
eamp, or club, reported bagging | 
154 ducks in the thirty days al- 
lowed this year for hunting. There 
were four men in this camp. Live 
decoys are generally used and the 
men shoot from a “blind,” which is 
often erected on the point of a sand 
bar, or in a strategic position on the 
island, or on the main land. Ducks 
came into this territory this fall 
by the thousands, as did also geese. 
Many of the hunters got their lim- 
it easily. Checking these hunters 
this year, Mr. Schuenke reports 
that he found comparatively no 
violations, which shows that the 
standard of sportsmanship is grad- 
ually raising. A canvass of these 
hunters this year invariably showed 
that they were in favor of cutting 
the bag limit to half the number 
allowed by law, which is fifteen 
ducks each day of the season.

Babies are Saved, 


Says N. Y. Judge|. 





By reducing infant mortality 
‘modern hygiene is violating 
Mother Nature’s law of the sur- 
.Vival of the fittest. 

So Judge Charles Nott told the 
-Women’s Medical Association of 
New York City recently. The 
judge is interested in this ques- 
tion because of his experiences in 
criminal courts, especially with 
-cases involving the mentally unit. 

Judge Nott believes that thou- 
sands of mental inferiors, infants 
who were never meant by nature 
to survive, are being nursed 
through babyhood and to matur- 
ity by modern medical skill only 
to become a burden upen society. 
It is one of the caucas of our in- 
crease in crime. 

Ancient Greece, Rome and 
other great nations of antiquity 
did not try to save their weak- 
lings as does modern medical 
science. If we can believe history 
those ancients exposed their in- 
fants of questioned strength and 
normality. If they survived the 
exposure well and good. If not, 
it was the “will of the gods” that 
decreed it so, and the nations 
were spared the burden of bring- 
inz up these weaklings to repro- 
duce their kind in later genera- 
tions. 

Judge Nott does not favor re- 
turning to that heartless and 
cruel procedure of ancient days. 
He merely directs attention to a 
present-day condition and what 
modern medical skill is leading us 
into. 

Society has been lenient with 
these misfits, acquitting them of 
responsibility for criminal deeds 
on that ground. This has brought 
about, a growing sentiment, Judge 
_Nort declares, “that whenever a 
man commits an offense that is 
prima facie evidence he is abnor- 
mal.” And so we see many crim- 
inals, entirely normal, escape 
punishment on the false plea of 
some form of mental abnormality. 
- Judge Nott merely raises a 
question of vital interegt for the 
thinkers to study over. Chances 
cro nothing will be done about it. 
Mothers and fathers will go right

ISCIENCE BLASTS 
ANOTHER THEORY 


H Spreading Roots Do Not 


Make Alfalfa More 
Winter Hardy 


AMES, Ia.—To the already | 
list of theories blasted by scien- 
tific investigation add the one 
that Grimm alfalfa is more win- 
ter hardy than other varieties be- 
cause of its more spreading root 
system. 

A spreading root system is not 
the reason for winter hardiness— 
even if Grimm had it, which it 
doesn’t. The roots are a little 
more sprangled but not enough 
to account for Grimm withstand- 
ing hard winters better than 
other varieties. Alfalfa with tap 
roots also stands extreme cold if 
not weakened by too late pastur- 
ing or cutting in the fall. 

Not Yet Understood 

The reason for the ‘winter 
hardiness lies in some physiologi- 
cal makeup within the root which 
is not yet completely understood, 
according to W. E. Loomis, as- 
sociate professor of botany at 
Iowa State College. 

A large supply of sugars and 
starches manufactured in the 
leaves of the plant during the 
summer and stored in the roots 
will increase the cold resistance 
of any variety of alfalfa grown in 
the north in the same way that 
a good layer of fat on an animal 
will increase its cold resistance. 

Resistance Develops Fast 

“Grimm alfalfa develops re- 
sistance more quickly than other 
varieties,” . according to- Dr. 
Loomis. “Plant physiologists are 
now trying to determine whether 
it stores food more rapidly during 
the summer, whether it uses its 
food more economically during 
the fall or whether it is able to 
maintain its cells in a cold re- 
sistant condition with a smaller 
food supply.” 

Even Grimm alfalfa can be 
starved and frozen to death if 
pastured or cut too late in the 
fall. Common alfalfa may be 
made winter hardy if given 
plenty of time to “fatten” for 
the winter.

British Social Law 
Reformer Would 
Free Country 


LONDON—Sterilization to free 
Great Britain from the “horrible 
curse” of a growing number of 
mental defectives is demanded 
by Judge McCardie, prominent 
judicial advocate of the reform 
of British social laws. The 
“bachelor judge” had before him 
a laborer charged with an assault 
on a half wit woman. 

“Many mentally defective 
women in this country, married 
or unmarried, are breeding men- 
tally defective children,” he said. 
“Until a full inquiry is made the 
extent of this horrible evil will 
never be known. I have known 
of one mentally defective woman 
who had nine defective children. 
Seven were girls. Now four of 
them have defective children, and 
so the horrible curse continues. 

“Many people think the subject 
too delicate to discuss. Others 
have not the courage to face the 
important question of sterilization 
of the enormous number of fe- 
male defectives in the country.” 
The laborer was given a sentence 
of six months.
